And ihere soerns no restrain! upon 
them ; the women are without safeguards, and 
are unconscious of Ibeir degradation ; a larqe 
number of Ihe men are brulal. lhou«litless in- 
different. 
There is talent, 'perhaps genius 


among these lolling folks; but oue may readily 
fancy that it is stifled, stamped out by the hid- 
eous surroundings. At nigul there are schools, 
none to many, alas! and there is the " Koyal 
Polytechnic,'1 which th«se people might attend 
if tney chose, but lliey cannot spare time from 
ihe theatre and tbe public house to attend more 
advantageous places, 


The workman and ivoiknroman are barely 


comiortable, and uparlj always look shabby, but 
their lot is paradise as compared with that of 
hundreds in Ihe section, who are tho slaves of 
poverty. That they live at all is a mystery; 
and how they live is quite past finding out. Tbe 
last alum of their self-respect has long ago van- 
ished, and they beg as readily as they spend 
Ihe proceeds of their beggary ibr drink. 


To emerge from such a section as this into a 


comparatively bright thoroughfare like Oxford 
street or Picadilly is almost startling.

An artist in Sweden, telling in the .Sew 


loik limes, recently, bis slory of adventure 
inlerwoye with It a stoiy so touching of honest 
love and child-like ignorance of the world that 
it is woith producing here though more briefly 
One evening, on a mountain-side, he was Iryin" 
to sketch his sleeping juide, when a fine young 
le low, dressed in the picturesque Dahl costume 
whom he remembered lo have seen in a vllla«e 
some days before, approached him. lie bad"a 
forest of auburn curls, and big gray eyes, and a 
melancholy expression on his lace; and was in 
his holiday costume—leather breeches, massive 
shoes with ponderous iron buckles, the peculiar 
leather apron of the country, a blight blue 
jacket and a square-cut waislcoat of yellow 
embroidered wilh scarlet flowerj, and Ihe flaps 
lying loir un his hips, lie carried a heavy ba» 
that might weigli a hundred pounds ami hold 
two bushels, on his back, but slood as erect as 
a young Sr. lie said " Good evening," in bis 
own way, and offered bis hand, then lei Ihe ha" 
down and sat upon il. He looked at the artists 
sketch, and then desired to use tbe pencil. 
The artist added a piece of paper, and llie peas- 
ant wrote on It one wurd—" Telsla.''

scrutinized tbe artisl closely for a moment, then 
rose wearily, as if disappointed, and 
Began 


emptying his leather sack. " A good supply of 
barley loaves, a bottle of brandy and a consid- 
erable wardrobe came out befure llie pensanl 
reached Ihe object of his search—a bit of blue 
ribbon, carefully wrapt in cloth.

In the Legislature of 1872 a law was enacted 


giving the counties the right to vote every three 
years on the question of granting license to 
sell intoxicating liquors. 


In March, 1873, the first election was held, 


which resulted in 41 counties, by an aggregate 
vote of 213, representing a population in said 
counties of 1,404,003, deciding against license, 
and 24 counties, which contained the chief 
cities, for license. 


Before this law, which had cost a vast deal or 


labor and money on the part of its friends, bad 
time to demonstrate its practicability and use- 
fulness, Its enemies began to labor for Its re- 
peal, ani so successful were they that on the 
12lli of April, 1815, the same legislature, with 
the sanction of tlie Governor, annulled it—vir- 
tually saying to the 41 counties, you shall con- 
tinue to groan under the intolerable burden of 
taxation and wretchedness which the license 
system of the State entails npiin you. A high 
handed and disreplable exercise of delegated 
power.

DREAMING OF PLANTS.—Dr. Francis Dar- 


win, in his recent paper on the analogy between 
plant and animal life, says : 


" There is one, but only a fanciful resem- 


blance between the sleeping of plants and 
animals, namely, that both have the power of 
dreaming. I have been sitting quietly in the 
hothouse at night waiting to make an observa- 
tion at a given hour, when suddenly the leaf of 
a sensitive plant lias been see.n to drop rapidly 
to its fullest extent and slowly rise to its old 
position. Now in this actiou the plant is be- 
having exactly as if it had been touched on its 
sensitive joint; thus som& internal process pro- 
duces tlie same impression on the plant as a 
real external stimulus.

Briitol Library will be opened Tot the first lira 
on Saturday evening, June 1. For the benefl 
of the shareholders we publish such of the 
legulations as are of Interest to them. We 
make the following extracts from the By-Laws 


Th« Librarian " shall keep a just account o 


all fines and persons finable, and shall col lee 
aud receive all such fines and pay Iham over to 
the Treasurer. • • • He shall not permit any 
book to b« taken from the Library, except by a 
member or one of a memner's family, unless 
upon the member's written order." 
" Each member shall pay an annual tax ol 


one dollar upon each share, which shall be due 
and payable to the treasurer upon the day o 
the annual meeting, [Ihe second Thursday in 
January.] If the tax is not paid al the end o 
three months thereafter, a fine of twenty-five 
conls shall be imposed and an addillonal fine of 
ten cents for each month as long as it remains 
unpaid after the first three months. If noi 
paid in two years the share shall be forfeited." 


41 No person shall bo allowed to take out a 


look after the presentation of the bill lor taxes 
or fines, If they remaiu unpaid." 


The Library Rules are as follows :— 
1. Each share entitles the bolder to the use 


if one book at a time, which may be kept out 
not longer than two consecutive weeks, but it 
may be once renewed for an additional week; 
and if kept out for a longer period, each book 
shall be subject to the payment of ten cents 
ler week or part of a week for such detention. 
One copy of a periodical shall be counted the 
lame as a book.

5. The Librarian is required lo observe and 
nforco all the rules enacted for the regulation 
if the Library. 


6. The Libiary shall be opened on the after- 
ooiis of Tuesday and Thursday of each week 
rorn 3 to 5 p. m. and on Salurday evening from 
" lo 0 p. m., except on such days as are public 
olidays.

The plants that feed the 
Copulations of ths world have prevailed in the 
fleld of nature and of cultivation by virtue of 
conquest, cflecte.i with or without tho aid of 
raai:; and it is remarkable that Ibe most use- 
ful planis are the most robust, and elastic, such 
as the hardy gra-jes and (hosegreat wanderers, 
wheat, rice, nmi/9 and millet, which have fol- 
lowed man in all his migrations. What a de- 
termination of physical character wheat, maize, 
the banana-tree, cassava, and others must pos- 
sess, since they have pushed their way among 
their compeers, till they eaoh dominate over 
wide surfaces ft' the globe, and their true or 
native country c.innot now bo determined.—

HOW KAULBAOE PAINTED LUNATICS. 


The first picture which attracted any notice, 


and first called attention to the artist, was his 
epresonlation of an insane asylum (" Die Irren- 
anslall "). The picture made, on all who saw 
t, a deep, and on many a lasting, life-long iru- 
preasion. One thought ho could see in the emp- 
y faces tho whole history of the insane man's 
sorrows and the attempt of the empty mind to 
;raip the thought never quite within its reach. 
The faces seemed as distinct us If they had been 
reflected from a mirror, and the mind and spirit 
stricken tnon and women gathered in Ihe hos- 
jital appealed in all their staitling individuality. 
The human sorrows and passions which had 
driven the sane to madness appealed so real as 
,o be painful. 
Kaulbach himself gave the fol- 


uwing lather remarkable account uf llie origin 
oflhe painting : Cornelius had been (182;j) i-oiu- 
mUsioned by the then King Lnd«ig of Bavaria 
-o adorn the now royal palace at, Munich with 
frescoes, and was to take with him the more ad- 
vaii'jed of his scholars, to assist in tha work. 
Young Kaulbach was iwl, however among 
those selecled by the master. 
He. was not con- 


sidered fitted for thu work, and so remained al 
Uusseldoif with Ihe younger pupils. Kauibaeh 
understood th» reason well enough, but felt bit- 
terly the. loss r.f what ho considerej would have 
been a brilliant opportunity to disiinguish him- 
sftlf. 
While: thus feeling despondent, he met an 


old I'riend, the physician of an insane asylum 
near Dusseldoif, who cheered him b y s a > i u g : 
"i can give you and your friends, if you wis.li, 
a good opjioititnily lo practice frescoing. In 
the vestibule ol Iho r.sylniq, you and your 
friends can draw and paint lo your huan's eou- 
lisnt. I cannot pay you'for the work, lo be 
sure, but f can u-fresh yon with an occasional 
glass of wine, and quiet your appciito with 
biead-and-clicf'sc."

viutiun eagi'ily, and, with Ihe assistance ol 
soni'i of his !'"l!o'.v students, covered the blank 
rvojls with p.L'iiiivs.
